PART I.—General Review. Ms 

(1) ACCOUNTS OF 1894-95. neiyy 

1. The accounts of 1894-95, as presented to the Council this time last” 
year, were estimated to work out to a surplus of Rs. 7,49,000. As the actuals 
now stand, they are better by Rs. 9,49,000 owing mainly to an improvement of 
84 lakhs-on the revenue side, and a diminution of 63 ‘lakhs in expenditure, - 
chiefly under Customs establishment (1} lakhs), Stationery stores supplied to 
Government offices and Presses (3 lakhs), Irrigation works (13 lakhs) and Land 

Revenue (} lakh). 

' (2) REVISED ESTIMATE OF 1895-96. 


2. The receipts of the current year are now estimated at Rs. 4,56,39,000 
against Rs. 4,41,97,000 anticipated when the Budget was first framed, and 
the total expenditure will probably amount to Rs. 4,44,10,000 against Rs. 
4,48,08,000, the original sanctioned grant for the year. The net result is 
a surplus of Rs. 12,20,000 against a deficit of Rs. 1,11,000 anticipated last year. 
The chief causes of this are (a) the restoration of the special contribution of 
8 lakhs made to thagimperial Treasury in the preceding year, (+) an unexpected 
increase of more than 4} lakhs in railway receipts owing to the brisk traffic 
in jute, (c) a diminution in the charges for exchange.compensation allowance 
(nearly 1 lakhs) owing to the rise in the rate of exchange, and (@) a large 
increase of receipts under Jails, Marine and Miscellaneous and minor improve- 
ment under almost all revenue heads. 


(8) BUDGET ESTIMATE 1896-97. 


3. The Budget estimate for 1896-97, as finally “eves by the Government 
of India, accepts Rs. 55,51,000 as the opening balance, and_ provides for 
receipts aggregating Rs, 4,46,36,000 and expenditure Rs. 4,67,47,000, leaving 
a closing tig of Rs. 34,40,000. 
4. It is estimated that on the whole the receipts, which are only 
Rs. 13,000 better than the actuals of 1894-95, will be less by Rs, 10,03,000 
than the revised estimate for the current year, which has been swollen by the 
special causes referred to above. 
5. On the expenditure side the total grant exceeds the revised estimate of 
se by Rs. 23,37,000, of which Rs, 13,51,000 is under Civil Works, 
s. 2,18,000 under Irrigation and Navigation, Rs. 1,26,000 under Judicial Courts, 
Rs. 1,09,000 under Land Revenue, Rs. 1,61,000 under Education, Rs. 1,28,000. 
under Medical, Rs. 90,000 in half share under Forest, Rs, 51,000 under Salt, 
Rs. 37,000 under Marine, and Rs. 62,000 under Superannuation charges. The 
amount of the grant for civil works isa fair measure of the prosperity of the 
vincial finances. The comparatively large provision under this had though 
still falling short of the full requirements of the Province, makes up to some 
extent for the severe economy imposed by the financial necessities of several 
“eid past. A part of the larger grants for Revenue and Civil Departments is 
or expenditure of a nature which must increase with the natural development of 
the administration. At the same time the charges on account of Exchange 
Compensation Allowance have’ been reduced by Rs. 1,09,000, and now stand 
at Rs,.8,13,000 for 1896-97, against Rs. 9,22,000 for 1895-96.

9. The decrease of expenditure was chiefly (1) under Customs 
(Rs. 1,28,000), owing to the full establishment and increases of salaries sanc- 
tioned for the Department not having been entertained or paid during the 
year ; (2) under Stationery and Printing (Rs. 2,91,000), chiefly in the value of 
stationery stores supplied for Government offices and Presses; (3) under 
Irrigation and Navigation (Rs. 1,86,000), owing to diminished outlay on works 
repairs of the Sone Canals and Minor Works; and(4) under Management of 
Government Estates—(Rs. 82,000).

17. Salt—The budget estimate of Provincial receipts for 1895-96 was 
Rs. 95,000, but the actuals of the twelye months ending 30th September 
amounted to Rs. 1,73,615, and. later actuals point to a further increase in 
consequence of the continued high importation of salt, involving a larger . 
demand for accommodation in bonded warehouses. Both the revised estimate ~ 
for 1895-96 and the estimate for 1896-97 have been placed at Rs. 1,75,000.

37. Railways.—Under the terms of the Provincial contract, the Local 
Government has been relieved of all responsibility in the matter of railway 
administration, but the Province receives half the net earnings of the Eastern 
Bengal State Railway. Tho Government of India entered the Provincial 
share of these receipts for 1895-96 at Rs. 41,183,000 against Rs. 43,32,000, 
the actuals of 1894-95. For next year the ostimate has been placed at 
Rs. 86,63,000, which may be taken as a normal figure. The high actuals of 
1894-95 and 1895-96 were due to an unusually large jute crop. 

38. Irrigation.— Receipts from Major Works are taken at the same figure 
as in the budget for 1895-96, as the falling off in the collections of water-rate on 
the Soue Canals, which is shown in the revised estimate for that year, is believed 
to be unlikely to recur. Under Minor Works in charge of the Public Works 
Department, the budget estimate of 1895-96 has been slightly raised. The 
declino under Minor Works in charge of Civil Officers is due mainly to the ., 
transfer of certain recoveries to the Provincial Loan Account. 

29. Civil Works.—The estimate of Rs. 1,80,000 is the same as in the 
current year.

HE BENGAL LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT ACT, 1885, AMENDMENT 
BILL. 


‘he Hon’ble Mr. Ristey moved for leave to introduce a Bill to amend the 
Bengal Local Self-Government Act of 1885. He said :— 


“The measure is a short and simple one, and I have little to add to the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons before the Council. The immediate object of 
the Bill is, as is there stated, to enable District Boards to spend the funds at their 
disposal on veterinary purposes, that is to say, on the establishment of dispen- 
saries for the treatment of the diseases of cattle, horses and other animals, on 
the employment of duly qualified Veterinary Assistants in the district, and also 
on creating scholarships to be held at the Bengal Veterinary College at 
Belgatchia, which was founded some three years ago. This forms part of a large 
scheme initiated by the Government of India with the object of dealing with the 
prevention of cattle disease throughout India. Measures have been taken in each 

rovince in this direction. In Bombay a considerable number of District 
Boards have established veterinary dispensaries; and I believe the same 
has been done in the Panjab. “The general idea is to have Veterinary 
Assistants, somewhat on the lines of the Medical Civil Hospital Assistants, 
who would, as a rule, be employed by Local Boards, the supervising 
stafis being paid from Provincial Revenues. I stated that in Bombay 
considerable action has been taken, and there has been no lack of interest 
in our Boards as well. Six Boards have sanctioned scholarships and 
stipends at Belgatchia, and sixteen Boards have expressed the desire 
to offer employment to Veterinary Assistants. It was held, however, 
doubtful whether it is within the legal powers of local bodies generally, 
and of District Boards in particular, to spend funds for this purpose, and in 
communication with the Government of India, it has been decided to amend 
the Bengal Local Self-Government Act and to bring it into line with the 
Local Self-Government Acts of other Provinces in this respect, to enable the 
Imperial scheme to be carried out and District Boards to take the nevessary 
action. The ‘sections of the Bill which give effect to these proposals are 
sections 8 and 10. 

“It is further proposed to take advantage of the Act coming under amend- 
ment to remove certain defects which the experience of the last ten years has 
brought to notice. ‘There are but few of such defects, for on the whole the Act 
has worked remarkably well. It happens, however, that the defects are more 
conspicuous in the complicated provisions of the Act, which deal with the con- 
stitution of District and Local Boards. Section 10 of the Act expressly lays 
down that if within a certain time two-thirds of the members of a pee B 


are not appointed by the persons entitled to vote, the Local Government ma: 


step in and cure the defect appointment, but the more important case im 
which the members of a L Board, acting under-section 7, make default in 
electing their representatives on the District ] card is not met by the Act at_all, 













The case which I have mentioned is absolutely omitted, and it is now 
oposed to amend the defect. Again, section 19, which deals with. casual 
vacancies—bye-elections—oceurring amon. District and Local Boards, and 
further, sections 23, 26 and 29, which define the procedure to be followed 
in original and bye-elections of Chairmen and Vice-Chairmen, are also 
defective in the same respect. It was thought that these defects might be got 
over by rules framed under the Act, but it has been held that such rules would 
be ultra vires to deal with these particular defects in that form. Sections 2 to 8 
of the Bill supply these omissions. They provide that whenever an election of a 
member, Chairman or Vice-Chairman is not: held within the prescribed time, as 
laid down by rule by the Local Government, the Lieutenant-Governor may 
intervene to fill the vacancy by appointment. The opportunit has also been 
taken to supply an omission, in the rule-making section, iach has been 
brought to notice in a recent case. Section 1) of the Bill gives power to 
the Local Government to determine the authority who shall decide disputes 
which arise with reference to elections under the Act. It follows exactly 
the precedent furnished by the last amendment of the Bengal Municipal Act, 
The next point which the Bill deals with is that of empowering District 
Boards to spend money on the training, by means of scholarships and stipends, 
of medical practitioners, and especially female medical practitioners, and within 
it is included the training of veterinary practitioners ; and in point of fact, 
certain District Boards have spent money on such purposes. . The desirability 
of conferring such power has been admitted for a long time past, and has only 
been deferred pending an opportunity for amending the Act. The precedent 
which has been followed is section 95 of the Madras District Boards Act, V of 
1884. Section 9 of the Bill also contains a provision empowering District 
Boards to spend money on the promotion of free vaccination. The system of 
vaccination ordinarily prevalent in Bengal is known as licensed vaccination. 
A number of vacciuators are licensed, and are empowered to charge fees, but in 
some districts the system has been found not to work well, and there District 
Boards have found it desirable to appoint selected men to go about vaccinating 
people free of charge. This has been done, to some extent, successfully in the 
istricts of Dacca and Chittagong, where there are special difficulties in the way 
of the system of licensed vaccination. The defect in the Act was brought to 
notice by the Commissioners of those Divisions, who urged that sections 92 to 96 
of the Act should be extended, so as to legalise the action taken by the District 
Boards. On a reference, however, to the Law Officers, it was found that, the 
effect of this proposal would be to bring into force the system of compulsory 
vaccination, which was utterly unsuited to rural areas. ‘The amendment has the 
object of legalising the action already taken in some places, and also of enabling 
Local Boards to devote a portion of their funds to providing free vaccination in 
districts where the licensed system is difficult to work. ” 


The Motion was put and agreed to. 
THE BENGAL MUNICIPAL ACT, 1884, AMENDMENT BILL. 


The Hon’ble Mr. Ristry also moved for leave to introduce a Bill to 
further amend the Bengal Municipal Act, 1884. He said:— 


“This also is a small measure and a very simple one. The main object 
which has given rise to it is the same as I have explained, with reference to the 
amendment of the Local Self-Government Act. It is proposed to enable 
Municipal Commissioners in Bengal to devote a portion of their funds to 
yoterinary purposes. In point of fact one muncipality has already done x0, 
and as @ matter of form it is desirable that their action should be legalised. 
The provisions necessary ‘for this purpose are embodied in section 5 of the 
Bill, and, as in the case of the other Bill, it is proposed totake advantage of the) 
opportunity for amendment to remove two flaws in the Act, which was passed 
in 1894 for the amendment of the Bengal Municipal Act. It seems that when 
the amending Bill was passed, these defects escaped observation, and one of 
them at any rate calls for immediate correction. One of these defects consists 


in the fact that section 58 of the Act, as amended by Act 1V of 1894, is 








extremely obscure as to its meaning. The amendment in question was, I believe, 

introduced towards the end of the discussions jin Select Committee and shortly — 

before the final eas of the Bill. I have had the advantage of discussing the 
oO 


clause with the Hon’ble Member who introduced it, and with another Hon’tle 
Member who was also a member of the Select Committee, and I think I 
understand what was intended. It confers the occupancy franchise for munici 
purposes on all persons who hold appointments and receive salaries of not less 
than Rs. 50 a month, and the section, as now drafted, does that simply, and is 
not complicated by the conditions now embodied in the Act. ‘The clause thus 
mended will create what may be described as a lodger franchise, the. receipt of 
a mpary of Rs. 50 a month being taken as a eros of respectability. The 
general municipal elections in Bengal will take place in October next, and it is 
extremely desirable that all doubts should be removed, so that persons who are 
entitled to vote should be enabled to vote in that election, and I believe the 
‘clause will have that effect. Another oversight which also requires correction 
is found in section 37 () of the Act. It forms part of the ure 
for compelling a municipality, under certain circumstances, to provide themselves 
with a water-supply, and it enacts that when that procedure is resorted to, the 
ordinary piooedlea relating to water-supply should of itself take effect. ‘The 
ordinary procedure, I may explain, is that when a municipality applies for the 
extension of Part VII of the Act, it becomes the duty of the missioners to 
levy a water-rate. rpirgen d when the compulsory procedure is applied, the 
Commissioners would be reluctant to levy a water-rate. The first draft of 
section 37 (i) contained the words ‘under the last preceding section,’ but for 
some reason those words were omitted in the final draft, and the result is that 
the ordinary procedure for introducing a water-rate has been rendered inopera- 
tive and thrown out of gear. The Bill proposes to insert the words ‘under 
the last preceding section’ and thereby to fimtt the effect of that section to the 
eases to which it was intended to apply. The ordinary procedure is that a 
water-rate is introduced on the Commissioners applying for the extension of 
Part VII of the Act, and that procedure remains as it stands in the Act. 


“ By the last section of the Bill (section 5) a provision is inserted which 
will enable a pr jaror oe of its own choice to spend money on the training and 
employment of medical and veterinary practitioners. One erana.sges has, in 
point of fact, as I said just now, spent money on the training certain 
veterinary students, and it is desirable that their action should be legalised.” 


The Motion was put and agreed to. 
The Council adjourned to Saturday, the 4th April, 1896.

Tue Lieutenant-Governor directs the publication of the Inspection Report 
of the Sanitary Commissioner, Bengal, on the town of Darbhanga, for general 
information. His Honour is of opinion that the Commissioners must seriously 


set to work to improve their conservancy arrangements and the slaughter-house, 
and to provide the town with a supply of filtered water.

INSPECTION REPORT OF THE SANITARY COMMISSIONER FOR 
BENGAL ON THE DARBHANGA MUNICIPALITY. 


I isrecrep this town on the 24th, 25th and 27th February 1896. It is a 
straggling city occupying an area of about 6 square miles.” The population 
is 73,561, about 10 per cent. of whom are rate-payers. Tho income of the 
Municipality during the last official year (1894-95) was Rs. 41,835, including 
an opening balance of Rs. 60, and the expenditure was Rs, 29,800, so that the 






ear closed with the large balance of Rs. 12,035. ‘There are 22 Municipal 
mmissioners, 8 of whom are nominated by Government and 14 are elected 
by the people. Of the total, 4 are Europeans and 18 natives. There are 4 
Bisvesument officials on the Municipal Board, 5 zamindars, 3 penta 1 
merchant, 1 medical practitioner, and 8 residents who have no speci ed oceupa- 
tion or profession. The town is divided into 7 wards, and there is a Committee 
of Municipal Commissioners in charge of each, whose duty it is to attend to 
the requirements of the areas for which they are supposed to be responsible, and 
to satisfy themselves by regular personal inspection that the paid establish- 
ment is doing its work, and that the ward generally is kept in a sanitary 
condition. 

2. Conservancy.—The last time Darbhanga was visited by the Sanitary 
Commissioner was in November 1890, when Dr. Gregg, after an inspection, in 
company with the then Vice-Chairman and Civil Surgeon, expressed himself 
satistied with the conservancy arrangements. If b this was meant the sanitary 
condition of the roads, Iam with him, forthe thoroughfares are certainly regularly 
and well swept. The practice of employing mehter boys principally on work of 
this nature is a good one, as they are more amenable to discipline than adult 
sweepers seem to be. Dr. Gregg also seems to have been fairly well satisfied 
with the arrangements in connection with the public latrines, though he prnied 
out that as they were constructed of bricks, which were porous, they could never 
be kept in a very satisfactory condition. I cannot understand how my predecessor 
could have been even tolerably satisfied with the latrine arrangements of this 
town, unless they were then very much better than they are now, which it is 
difficult to realize, as their present condition seems to be the result of the neglect 
of many years. Nowhere have I seen such insanitary and disgustingly filthy 
public letginea as there are in Darbhanga. In the first ey the principle 
of them is utterly and radically wrong, and it is clear that they are neither 
thoroughly nor regularly cleaned. Being built of material which is porous, they 
are saturated with the impurities of years, and their surroundings also are in a 
disgustingly filthy condition, while the latrines themselves are for the most 
part roofless and in a generally dilapidated condition. The worst are the Raj 
market latrine, which is actually allowed to discharge its filthy contents into the 
adjoining shallow river from which the people of the locality obtain their 
drinking water-supply (!), the Golobara latrine, and the Naya bazar latrine. ‘The 
atmosphere around these is so sickening that Thad to hurry away from them as 
soon as possible. These latrines are by no means the only insanitary ones: the 
numerous others which I have not specially mentioned are just as bad; and nearly 
all of them are situated on the banks of tanks from which, although the 
municipal staff deny it, there is evidence to show that the people of the locality 
draw their supplies of water for drinking and culinary purposes. In short, the 
public latrines of Darbhanga are a standing disgrace to the municipal adminis- 
tration, and the sooner they are dismantled and more suitable iron structures 
substituted, the better it will be for the health and convenience of the people. 
There is no necessity to provide such expenaire latrines as Horbury’s patent, 
as recommended by my predecessor. r. Donaldson, of the Presidency 
Jail, Calcutta, has’ recently patented a latrine which is much cheaper than 
Horbury’s and more suitable for the requirements of mufassal towns. The great 
fault of ise Gy and similar latrines on the combination system (by which both 
the solids and the liquids descend into one receptacle) lies in the v natural 
objection which natives have to squat over a pail from which s ing may 
result. Mr. Donaldson’s patent separates the liquids from the solids, and there 
can be little doubt that a system on these lines is best for general use. Mr. 
Donaldson has accomplished this by employing a platform designed so that the 
solids descend into one receptacle while the liquids flow away into another. 
This specially designed platform also admits of the user performing the neces- 
rary ablution on the spot, All that is necessary are a couple of tarred gumias 
underneath each platform, one in front for the urine and the other behind 
the foeces; better still, the platform can be provided with a gumla for the solids, 
and a long trough running under the seats for the conveyance of urine 
and washings into a suitable receptacle at the end of the drain. In other 
respects, i.c., in the outward appearance, Donaldson’s patent, as recently

- Inodified in acc is not unlike the 
Horbury’s recently aa in the vicinity of the Civil Courts at Laheria 
' Serai, except that it has the antage of more ventilation, and, for the sake 
of cheapness, a mat purda screen in front instead of an iron one, I enclose a 
cop of the plan of Donaldson’s latrine in the hope that the Municipali 
purchase some of them without delay. The price of a six-seated Donald- 
son’s latrine is Rs. 160, which is less than the cost of a Horbury’s latrine 
of the same size. Further particulars regarding Donaldson’s latrine can be 
had from his agent, Mr. A. W. MacLeod, of 31, Dalhousie Square South, 
Calcutta. 

3. Private latrines.—With regard to private latrines, Dr. Gregg pointed 
out that only about a fourth of the population had them, the majority of the in- 
habitants resorting to neighbouring fields and ens for purposes of nature. 
This system of promiscuous defecation, he told the Municipality, could not but 
be prejudical to the health of the people, and he advised the former to provide 
more public latrines and to ins the private privies under their control by intro- 
ducing Part IX of the a Act into the town. Nothing, I am sorry tosay, 
has, during the 5} years which have since elapsed, been done in this important 
direction, ae I see from the municipal office records that the Civil 
Surgeon also has from time to time done his best to induce the Municipal 
Commissioners to introduce this much-needed sanitary reform. Their excuse 
that it will “expose family privacy” and impose “ additional taxation which 
the people will not be able to bear” is idle and futile, and I can only express 
my astonishment that an intelligent body of men, like the Municipal Commis- 
sioners of Darbhanga claim to be, should continue to trifle and temporise with 
such an important matter in this manner. The vital statistics of the town show 
that the health of the people is far from being satisfactory. The mortality of 
1891 was 24:18; of 1892, 41°32; of 1893, 32°54; of 1894, 89°11; and of 1895, 
which was an exceptionally healthy year, 33-67, per thousand of the population. 
Doubtless a great portion of this may be ascribed to the better registration of 
vital statistics, but it cannot account for the whole of the high mortality, a 

ortion of which, I have no doubt, is due to the obvious evil of promiscuous 
Refcooetion and the insufficient and irregular removal of the night-soil from the 
public and private latrines. Under the circumstances, it is imperatively neces- 
sary that more public latrines should be provided, and that Part IX of the 
Municipal Act should be introduced without further delay—at first in the most 
crowded wards, and afterwards to the rest of the Municipality gradually. If 
the Commissioners still resist, it will be my duty, in the interest of the health of 
the town, to bring the matter specially to the noticeof the Government. I hope, 
therefore, that they will save me from the unpleasantness of doing this by 
complying with the above recommendation by an early date. 

4, Urinals.—The urinals I saw were very unsatisfactory, They consist 
of a mere partition with no receptacle for the urine, which consequently 
saturates the ground and causes an unpleasant smell in the locality. When 
funds permit, Donaldson’s patent urinal, which has been designed in accordance 
with suggestions made by me, should be introduced. I will send the Munici- 
pality a plan as soon as it is lithographed. 

5. Lrenching-grounds.—In connection with latrines is the disposal of night- 
soil in trenching grounds. The present system of trenching is far too deep, the 
trenches being dug 20 feet long by 2 feet broad and 4 fect deep. As a 
consequence of this deep method of trenching, the humification of the foces 
is very much delayed, which is the principal reason why cropping has not 
hitherto been attended with the success anticipated. it is the top of the 
soil which destroys and assimilates organic matter, not the subsoil, which 
has no such power, Deep burial is therefore obviously a mistake, for instead 
of humifying the foeces, it tends to ensure its preservation, and further 
endangers any well water-supply there may be in the locality. Under these 
‘ikairal circumstances, I advocate the importance of superficial burial of night- 
soil instead of the present deep method, Trenches 3 to 4 inches only should be 
dug, the soil for about a foot below this being loosened so as to allow the liquid 
portion of the foecal matter to percolate and enrich the subsoil. The process is 
extremely simple. The scavenger has only to diga trench or furrow up to four 





feet wide, as is done by a ner when cultivating his land, and loosen the soil 
below to the de ot i the excreta are placed in the furrow and then 
covered up, and thus at one operation the land is tilled and the excreta disposed. 
of. All foul smell is at an end the instant the exereta are covered, there is 
nothing to offend the eye or the nose, no danger is caused to health, and the 
same ground can be gone over at frequent intervals after going All 
who have tried this system of trenching agree that it is the best from the 
sanitary, agricultural nd financial points of view, and it will, Iam sure, 
curio § admirably in Darbhanga, on account of the dry nature of the ground 
and climate. I hope, therefore, that the Municipal Commissioners will give it 
a trial. 

6. Drainage, my predecessor thought, was “ the most important require- 
ment of the town from a sanitary point of view.” I am sory to disagree 
with him in this respect. The present drain is certainly very defective, 
and there is no doubt that a scientific scheme wo d be of great advantage ; but 
after a careful investigation of the matter, and as the climate is dry and 
Darbhanga is not, from all accounts, a ve seriously water-logged town, I do 
not feel justified in urging the Municipal Commissioners to go to any great 
expense on this account, when there are more pressing needs which require 
consideration before a scientific drainage scheme. All that seems to me to be 
at present necessary in this respect is to correct the levels of the existing 
kutcha drains, and gradually to add to the pucca drains in a systematic manner, 
so that at any future time, when the Municipality isin a position to provide a 
scientific drainage scheme, the existing pucca drains may be made use of. 
There ought to be no difficulty in this respect, for a survey with levels, I under- 
stand, has already been made. 

7. An improved waéer-supply, in my opinion, is the most urgent necessity 


of Darbhanga, and the Municipal Commissioners would be wise to give it 
their first and most serious consideration. The present sources are (1) the 
river, which nearly dries up during the hot weather when good water is most 
needed, and is freely fouled for a considerable distance above, below and 
opposite the town, (2) wells which are not protected, and (3) tanks, which are 
the worst of all. Some of these are supposed to be reserved for drinking, 
but as a matter of fact are not strictly Bie be against pollution. Durmg my 
brief visit I saw two of them being fouled by ere and the washing of dirty 
clothing. Undoubtedly the polluted water-supply of Darbhanga is the principal 
exciting cause of the unhealthiness of the town. A filtered water-supply is 
therefore urgently necessary, and I would strongly recommend the Municipal 
Commissioners to do all they can to provide it by borrowing some eet if 
necessary, from the Government for the purpose, and appealing to His High- 
neess the Maharaja of Darbhanga and the other wealthy zamindars of the 
district who live in the town, to help them with donations, I feel confident 
that if these liberal and publie-spirited gentlemen were agri to! approached 
on the subject, they would contribute, if they could not be induced to provide 
the whole of the money required for a filtered water-supply. I discussed the 
matter with one of the most prominent and oldest inhabitants of Darbhanga, 
who was enthusiastic in his concurrence that a pure water-supply was 
Darbhanga’s greatest need. He felt bound, however, he said, to point out to me 
that there would be some difficulty about an intake, for the river which flows 
ad the town is not to be depended upon in years of drought, when it all but 

ies up. But this difficulty can be easily overcome by the sinking of special 
wells in the bed of the river—a per inexhaustible source. 

8. Disposal of the dead,—Five and-a-half years ago Dr. Gregg drew atten- 
tion to the insanitary and dangerous practice of itting burial in the 
- private grounds which are situated in the heart of the city. The custom 
still continues! I saw half-a-dozen new graves in two of these private grounds. 
This practice is so obviously objectionable that it should and must be put @ 
stop to without further delay. No burial should be allowed except in the pre- 
scribed public grounds. The burning ghat is wrongly situated above the town. 
It should be below it. The Christian cemetery is as clean as it is possible to 
keep it without the assistance of funds. The walls need a little repair and 
whitewashing annually, but what is most necessary is the remoyal of the mango 





' trees withing the enclosure. The dripping ings from these during the rains 

tarnish the tombstones, the shedding of the leaves at certain seasons of the 
year create a mess, and the practice in connection with the reaping of the 
mango crop amounts to nothing short of desecration of the cemetery, to say 
nothing of the damage caused during that time by the men who aro let loose 
within the enclosure to gather the crop. Ido not know to whom the trees 
belong, but whosever they are, an effort should be made to induce him either 
* sell them to the cemetery authorities, or else to consent to their being cut 

own. 

9. Markets and slaughter-houses.—The Raj market is the principal, in fact 
ractically the only bazar in the town. It is not a credit to the place, being 
irty and badly arranged. There are no stalls for the sale of fish, fruits or other 

“ab uce; the drainage is bad, and there is no water-supply. The matter should 

brought to the notice of the Manager of the Dartasagn Raj. I am sure 
the defects have only to be mentioned to him to be remedied. The arrange- 
ments in connection with the slaughter-house or enclose (for it is not a 
house) are shocking. This was condemned by Dr. Gregg in 1890 in strong 
terms, He found the place in “a disgracefully insanitary condition,” and 
wrote, ‘the utter confusion, the most disgusting smell and dirt, and the wonton 
cruelty I witnessed there, was shocking.” Dr. Pasdid-Brows, the Civil Surgeon, 
has also, I find, been urging the Municipality to do something to improve this 
place, but nothing has yet been done, and the arrangements are as bad as they 
ean be. In a masonry enclosure which has low walls and no roof, an average 
of about 20 bullocks, cows, or buffaloes are slaughtered daily, and the blood 
and offal are evidently net all removed, for at the time of my inspection 
there was a thick coating of it on the floor, and a disagreeable odour about the 
place. I saw this locality at the most favourable time of the year, and found it 
in an insanitary condition then. In the rains, the Civil Surgeon tells me, it is 
a huudred per cent. worse, the enclosure being often submerged! When this 
happens, slaughtering takes place on an adjoining bit of high ground in the 
open. These facts speak for themselves, and point to the necessity for some- 
thing being done to remedy this unsatisfactory state of affairs. One way out of 
the difficulty is to raise the plinth of the enclosure and the walls, and to provide 
a roof, but as the approach to the place is under water during the rainy season, 
the better plan would be to erect a more suitable structure on higher land. 
In this connection I wish to mention that I was surprised to see that the slaugh- 
tering of goats was allowed to be carried on anyhow and anywhere; these 
‘ goat shops,” as they are called, are forthe most part wretched shanties scattered 
all over the town, which is not desirable. ‘I'he custom appears to have 
been in vogue for so long a time that I am told it will be a very difficult matter 
now to interfere with it. However that may be, I cannot pass it by without 
strongly condemning the practice as decidedly insanitary and undesirable. 
But ¥ do not see why the slaughtering of goats, like the slaughtering of kine, 
should not be prohibited except in places specially set apart for the purpose. 
bani can surely be no great hardship in insisting on regularity and order in 
this respect. 

10 Registration of vital statistics.—As already stated, this has impoved, 
and the death-rate of 33°67 for 1895 may be accepted as approximately correct. 
The birth-rate of 30°02, however, Iam afraid, is considerably below the true 
rate. Ina population in which the sexes are nearly a as they are in 
Darbhanga (38,267 males and 35,294 females), the birth-rate ought to be nearer 
40 per mile than the rate returned. 

11. Vacctnation,—There seems to be no prejudice against vaccination, 
which is being smoothly carried on. I examined the arms of 54 children, of 
whom I found 21 to have been successfully vaccinated in four points, 1 in three 

ints, 29 in two poirits, and 3 in one point. As nothing under four points can 
34 regarded as thorough protection, it will be seen that the majority of the 
children examined are not safe against small-pox, 

12. Miscellaneous. —Under this heading there is a point to which I wish to 
invite attention, and it isthe condition of the hackney carriages which are licensed 
to ply for hire within the Municipality. The owners of these pay a license-fce ; 
but as the Hackney Carriage Act is not in force, the Municipality has no control 









over them, and the result is about as bad a service of public conveyance ds it is

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‘SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 

TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING 8 a.m, SATURDAY, 
THE 4rux OF APRIL 1896. 


Ar the close of the previous week the hot-weather conditions in Bengal were rather 
strongly pronounced for the season of the year, and the same conditions have prevailed 
out the period under review. On the 29th of March, or the first day of the present 
week, a brisk to rather rapid fall of pressure occurred over Bengal, and a small to moderate 
defect was established. Winds were about normal in direction, and skies were usually 
almost cloudless, and weather was fine and settled. In the caso of the day temperatures 
excess amounts ranging in many cases upto 8° and 9° were registered, while the excess in the 
night temperatures was usually about 2° or 8°. On the 30th a further brisk fall of pressure 
, and a small centre of depression appeared to be developing, and conditions became 
somewhat disturbed, and a few local showers had fallen in North Bengal and in the adjacent 
hills. A further increase of temperature also occurred at many stations on this day. On the 
81st the pressure changes were rather variable, and pressure was still relatively low in West 
Bengal; temperature had generally fallen, and local storms were reported at some of the 
northern and eastern stations, and Silchar received 161 inches during a thunderstorm with 
hail. A brisk to rapid fall of pressure occurred on the Ist of April, and pressure was in 
defect by amounts ranging up to 0°116 inch at Burdwan, and in connection with the 
low-pressure area winds became feebly cyclonic over Bengal. On this day temperature had 
risen distinctly, but weather was generally fine in Bengal, though rain had again fallen ia 
Assam and at Gnatong. On the 2nd and 3rd there were no importent changes and conditions 
resembled those of the 1st, while rain continued to fall in Assam, where Silchar reported 1°33 
inches of rain on the 2nd, and 0°36 inch of rain on the 3rd of April. On the 4th a further 
fall of pressure occurred, and it became in defect generally by more than a tenth of an 
inch, and hence a distinct depression contiuued to exist over Bengal. Winds also still 
showed a distinct tendency to cyclonic circulation round the centre of the province, but 
only two or three stations reported local storms with rain. ‘Temperature on this day was 
unusually high, and excess amounts of 6° to 8° in the mean temperature were registered at 
many stations. 

Pressure.—The mean pressure for the week for the whole province has been rather 
largely below the normal, and the defect has usually beon from 0:06" to 0:08”. 

Temperature.—The average mean temperature for the whole province for the week has 
been almost 5° in excess of the normal. In South-West Bengal, North Beugal, and Chota 
Nagpur the excess has ranged up to from 5° to 7°. 

The actual temperatures registered in the province during the week, and the variations 
from their normal values, are, however, best seen in the table below, where the average tem- 
perature data for nine selected stations in different districts of the province are given. Tem- 
peratures, it will be seen, have been unusually high both in the case of the days and the 
nights :—

Rainfali—Except for a few showers in the Darjeeling, Rangpur, and Jalpaiguri dis- 
tricts, there has been practically no rainfall in Bengal during the week. Assam, bowevex, 
appears to have received considerable amounts of rain.

The rainfall for the month of February was in defect 
throughout these Provinces, except East Bengal, where 
the fall was slightly in excess of the normal for the month. 
Little or no rain was received in Orissa, Bihar, Chota Nagpur, 
and North Bengal. During March, South-West Bengal, 
North Bengal, East Bengal and Orissa received light showers, 
while Bihar and Chota Nagpur were rainless. 

Area cultivated.—The total area sown with rabi food 
and rabi non-food crops during the year 1895-96 in these 
Provinces (except Chittagong, for which no returns have 
been received), is estimated at 11,008,100 acres, against 
11,171,500 acres estimated to have been cropped in 1894-95. 
T he decrease in area of 163,400 acres (or 1°46 per cent.) is 
due to the early cessation of the last monsoon rains, and 
consequent lack of moisture in the soil. 

Character of the crop.—The outturn of rabi food crops 
in 1895-96 is estimated at 114 annas, as compared with an 
outturn of 13} annas in 1894-95, and the outturn of non-food 
crops is estimated at 12% annas, as against 15 annas in 1894- 
95. The estimate of the outturn of all radi crops for these 
Provinces, taken together, is 113 annas, aginst 13} annas in 
1894-95. The decrease is due to the early cessation of the 
monsoon rains of 1895, and also to want of rain later on to 
bring the crops on, Out of the 44 districts, from which 
returns have been received, only one district, viz., Rangpur,

Opium.—F or want of rain during the sowing season, the 
area cultivated in ROpPY this year has been less than in the 
previous year, and the outturn will suffer from the same 
cause. It a s from the Opium Administration Report 
of 1894-95 that the crop of that year was one of 13} annas 
only. The poor produce was chiefly due to the late rains 
which were very heavy, and which delayed tillage and ~ 
sowings, and strong west winds in the middle of March 1895 
dried up the plant, and stopped the flow of sap.

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_ SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS — 











- TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING 84.4., SATURDAY, 
THE llru OF APRIL 1896, 


Art the close of the previous week a feeble barometric depression existed over Bengal 
which was accompanied a we cyclonic circulation of winds; weather, however, had 
continued fine, but sbnormal conditions of temperature existed, and excess amounts of 6° 
to 8° in the mean temperature were registered at many stations. On the Sth pressure again 
fell over Bengal, and a defect of about a fifth of an inch was registered at some stations. ‘Lhe 
slight Pagar circulation of winds, however, to a great extent disappeared, and westerly and 
southerly winds were reported, and woather continued fine except in Assam and at some of 
the stations in the hills of North al, where moderate to heavy rain was reported. 
On the 6th the fall of pressure had ceased, and a rapid increase, in some casas 
exceeding a tenth of an inch, occurred, and conditions were rather more settled, except 
in Assam and the hill stations of North Bengal, where again rain was reported. ‘I'he rise 
of pressure continued slowly on the 7th and again on the 9th, but was succeeded by slight ° 
falls on the 8th and 10th, while on the 11th a rapid fall set in, ranging up to an eighth 
ofan inch at the northern stations. Hence again on the 1lth a very decided barometric 
depression existed over Bengal, the defect ranging up to about 614” and 0-15” at a good 
many stations in the north and centre of the province. These changes, however, appeared 
to have very little influence on the weather, which remained fine except at a few of the 
eastern and northern stations and at a few stations in Orissa, where local storms with rain 
continued to occur, The abnormally high temperature which has lately been so prominent 
a feature in the weather has continued to exist practically throughout the week, and the mean 
temperature recorded at 8 a.m. on the 11th, or the last day of the week under review, was 
still usually from 5° to 6° in excess of the normal. ; 

Pressure.—The mean pressure for the week for the province has again been largely below 
the normal, and the average defect has equalled from about 0°06" to 0-08". 

Temperature.—The average mean temperature for the week for the whole province 
has again been almost 5° in excess of the normal. ‘ 

‘he actual temperatures registered in the province during the week, and the variations 
from their normal values, are, however, best seen in the table below, where the average tem- 
perature data for nine selected stations in different districts of the province are given. Tem- 
peratures, it will be seen, have been unusually high both in the case of the days and the 
nights :-—
